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KL/  ast  fall,  Senator  Max  Baucus  sent  a  request 
to  the  Helena  NF  to  assist  him  in  planting  the  Montana 
State  Tree,  the  ponderosa  pine,  on  the  Capital  Mall  in 
Washington,  D.C.  Montana  was  one  of  the  few  states 
whose  state  tree  had  not  yet  been  planted  on  the  mall. 

A  tree  was  donated  by  the  Shades  of  Green  Nurs¬ 
ery  in  Helena.  The  National  Park  Service  found  a  spot 
for  it  behind  the  Lincoln  Memorial  between  Lincoln 
Circle  and  Independence  Ave.,  towards  the  Potomac. 

Senator  Baucus,  Senator  Conrad  Burns,  Repre¬ 
sentative  Pat  Williams,  Susan  Hess,  representing  the 
Chief  of  the  Forest  Service,  and  Bob  Stanton,  Director 
of  the  National  Capital  Region  of  the  National  Park 
Service  attended.  Governor  Stephens  sent  a  speech  to 
be  read  at  the  dedication.  Ernie  Nunn  opened  the  cere¬ 
mony,  followed  by  commemorative  speeches  by  the 
legislators. 

The  dedication  of  Montana’s  State  Tree  is  a 
memento  of  the  100th  birthday  of  the  State  of  Montana 
and  was  one  long  to  be  remembered  with  great  pride. 
The  Helena  National  Forest  was  proud  to  be  a  part  of  the 
effort  to  achieve  this  accomplishment.

Recreation  Forest

he  prior  success  of  the  Hyalite  Challenge  Grant  started  the  ball  rolling  for  the 
Gallatin  NF  in  emphasizing  their  new  theme  as  “The  Accessible  Recreation  Forest.” 

Through  sometimes  minor  efforts,  the  Gallatin  is  continuing  to  help  crumble  the 
walls  of  restriction  that  surround  some  of  our  Forest  users.  The  following  is  a  success 
story  from  the  Gallatin  NF  about  James  Gonzalez  who  is  disabled. 

Early  last  spring,  Mr.  Gonzalez  called  Frank  Cifala,  Resource  Asst,  on  Big  Timber 
District,  asking  where  he  could  hunt  for  spring  bear.  Although  Gonzales  was  confined 
to  a  wheelchair,  he  was  permitted  by  the  State  of  Montana  to  hunt  and  shoot  from  his 
ATV. 

In  the  spirit  of  the  Forest’s  emphasis  on  being  "accessible,"  the  District  granted 
Gonzalez  permission  to  hunt  from  a  road  behind  locked  gates. 

Later  Gonzalez  reported  in  a  letter,  “When  I  finally  spotted  the  bear  she  was  300 

yards  away  standing  next  to  a  tree.  She  looked  huge,  my  hands  began  to  shake . I  finally 

got  close  enough,  I  took  my  shot....” 

Cifala  said,  “As  an  avid  hunter  myself,  it  gave  me  a  real  thrill  to  participate  in  Mr. 
Gonzalez’s  experience  and  success.”  He  said,  “Big  Timber  District  will  continue  to 
work  with  disabled  hunters  to  assist  them  in  finding  hunting  opportunities.”

Gallatin  NF  Employees  in  Montana  Centennial  Run

A  team  of  28  Gallatin  NF 
employees  and  their  family  members 
helped  the  Montana  Centennial  “Le¬ 
wis  and  Clark  Run  Across  Montana” 
keep  going  on  June  14. 

The  run  was  a  relay  event  similar 
to  the  1984  Olympic  Torch  Run.  It 
started  on  the  Montana-North  Dakota 
border  east  of  Wibaux  on  June  8,  fol¬ 
lowed  the  interstate  west  across  the 
state,  and  finished  at  Lolo  Pass  west  of 
Missoula,  June  18.  A  companion  run 
from  Camp  Disappointment  near  Cut 
Bank  through  Great  Falls  linked  up  the 
run  from  the  east  at  Butte.  More  than 
900  miles  were  run  by  over  350  run¬ 
ners.  Each  runner  ran  at  least  three 
miles. 

Because  there  weren’t  enough 
entries  for  June  14,  organizers  of  the 
run  feared  it  would  not  happen,  but  the  Gallatin  NF  came  through 
just  in  time  with  entries  for  36  miles,  and  promise  of  more  to  come. 
Gallatin  NF  team  members  were  the  only  runners  on  all  but  24 


miles  between  Big  Timber  and  Boze¬ 
man  and  tallied  113  miles  for  one  day. 

There  were  some  nervous  mo¬ 
ments  wondering  if  all  the  runners 
would  show,  but  Forest  Supervisor 
Bob  Gibson  was  standing  by  ready  to 
run  for  anyone  who  couldn’t  make  it. 

Wade  Parac,  computer  clerk  on 
the  Gallatin,  demonstrated  courage 
when  he  covered  the  final  3-mile  leg 
of  the  relay  —  a  tough  uphill  grade  on 
Main  Street—  in  his  wheelchair.  Parac 
is  quadriplegic.

Landscape  Architects 
Look  at  Ecosystems 

I  n  a  recent  issue  of  Landscape  Architecture  Magazine,  four 
landscape  architects  and  an  ecologist  were  featured  in  a  discussion 
of  fragile  ecosystems.  Hathead  NF  landscape  architect  Patrick 
Thomas  represented  the  Forest  Service  in  the  forum-type  article. 
The  discussion  revolved  around  ecologically  based  planning  and 
design  that  fit  human  activites,  recreation  and  tourism,  into  fragile 
ecosystems. 

Thomas  said  the  discussion  was  very  pertinent  to  many  of  the 
issues  we  in  the  Forest  Service  deal  with  on  a  continual  basis.  He 
described  the  exercise  as  “challenging  and  enlightening”  and  a  high 
point  in  his  career. 

Other  participants  were  Jon  Rodiek,  Texas  A&M  University; 
John  Lyle,  California  State  Polytechnic  University;  Debra  Mitch¬ 
ell,  president  of  Amphion  Environmental  Inc.  in  Dallas;  and  Deane 
Wang,  Center  for  Urban  Horticulture,  University  of  Washington. 

The  group  talked  about  types  of  ecological  violation,  and  how 
to  minimize  impacts.  Deane  Wang  said  “I’m  not  sure  when  we  plan 
something  that  we  fully  investigate  the  geologic  and  hydrologic 
inputs  and  consider  the  different  components  that  ecologists  will 
look  at...”  He  said,  “I  think  a  truly  holistic  ecosystem  approach 
needs  to  be  taken  at  the  very  outset  of  a  project.”  Lyle  felt  that

Regional  Office  Wellness  Program  is  about  to  be 
launched!  In  preparation  for  this  program,  a  contract  was  issued  to 
St.  Patricks  Hospital  to  conduct  an  extensive  needs  survey  of  all 
Regional  Office  employees.  Following  this  survey,  the  contractor 
held  numerous  interviews  with  R.O.  management  officials  and 
worked  with  the  wellness  committee  to  arrive  at  a  comprehensive 
program  proposal.  This  proposal  outlined  a  broad  range  of  activi¬ 
ties,  including: 

-  awareness  sessions  and  informational  seminars; 

-  lifestyle  change  programs,  including  behavior  modifica¬ 
tion,  health  education,  weight  control,  stress  management,  health 
screening,  and  exercise  activities; 

-  supportive  environment  programs,  such  as  new  wellness 
policies,  a  smoke-free  workplace,  healthy  food  choices  in  the 
cafeteria,  and  incentives  for  lifestyle  changes. 

This  proposed  program  was  recently  presented  by  the  contrac¬ 
tor  to  the  Regional  Forester  and  staff.  They  decided  to  proceed  with 
a  high  profile  wellness  program.  Wellness  activities  will  begin  in 
about  60  days,  as  soon  as  contract  arrangements  are  completed. 


humans  need  to  be  included  in  the  equation. 

Thomas  noted  research  on  “limits  of  acceptable  change” 
which  suggests  guidelines  to  determine  what  kinds  of  conditions 
are  acceptable  in  the  management  of  a  particular  ecosystem.  The 
group  talked  about  the  increasing  use  of  ecologists  and  other 
specialists  in  environmental  planning,  the  role  of  the  landscape 
architect,  and  much  more.

X  ^  ez  Perce  NF  recently  hosted  a  free  one-day  course  in 
fish  and  wildlife  biology  for  the  youth  of  Orangeville  and  surround¬ 
ing  areas.  The  effort  resulted  from  a  partnership  between  the  Forest 
and  a  program  of  Lewis  and  Clark  State  College  Outreach  Pro¬ 
gram,  called  “Kids  College.” 

Twenty-four  students,  ages  8-12,  attended  the  session,  taught 
by  Fish  and  Wildlife  Staff  Officer  Rick  Stowell  and  Forest  Biolo¬ 
gist  Steve  Blair.  The  session  was  conducted  in  Mill  Creek  drainage 
along  the  South  Fork  of  the  Clearwater  River. 

“The  effort  was  a  complete  success,”  said  Blair.  “1  was  very 

surprised  at  the  knowledge  level . kids  are  naturally  interested  in 

fish  and  wildlife,  but  I  doubt  that  any  comparable  group  from  a 
larger,  more  metropolitan  community  would  have  been  as  well 
informed.” 

This  was  the  forest’s  first  participation  in  the  Kids  College 
program.

Memorial  Forest  Tradition  Revived

X  Ai  fter  a  5 1  -year  absence,  the  General  Federation  of  Women  ’  s  Clubs- 
Century  (GFWC  Century)  returned  last  spring  to  Flathead  NF’s  Hungry 
Horse  DisU'ict  to  assist  in  planting  a  three-acre  site  on  the  west  side  of  Hungry 
Horse  Reservoir. 

Ten  GFWC  Century  members  were  escorted  by  Forest  Service  person¬ 
nel  to  the  planting  site  selected  by  Hungry  Horse  forestry  technician  Ed  Hula. 
Located  1  1/2  miles  from  the  dam,  the  site  had  been  logged  several  years  ago 
to  enhance  visual  opportunities  for  forest  visitors.  Forester  Debbie  Bond 
gave  the  opening  address  welcoming  the  club  members  and  wishing  the  club 
a  happy  100th  birthday! 

“Fifty-one  years  ago  club  members  joined  with  the  Forest  Service  to 
plant  40-acres  burned  by  the  Half  Moon  Fire  of  1 929 ,”  said  Bond.  “Ponderosa 
pine  were  planted  for  soil  conservation,  surviving  today  as  a  reminder  to 
visitors  of  the  club’s  dedication  to  community  service.  We  have  high  expec¬ 
tations  that  this  new  stand  of  trees  will  carry  on  the  same  high  standard  as  the 
original  memorial  forest  has  done.” 

After  a  ceremonial  planting  of  60  Douglas-fir  seedlings  by  club  members 
and  Hungry  Horse  District  personnel,  the  area  was  left  to  professional 
planters.  Eventually  a  plaque  will  be  erected  on  the  site  commemorating  the 
100th  anniversary  of  the  GFWC  Century  and  the  Montana  State  Centennial.

Representatives  from  the  Depart¬

As  we  might  expect,  when 
sixteen  horses  and  as  many  riders 
get  underway,  there  can  be  problems.  This  year  was  no  different 
than  past  years.  Deerlodge  Staff  Officer  Tom  Griffith  brought  his 
trusty  mule  to  carry  lunch  supplies,  ferrier  tools  and  Tom’s  apothe¬ 
cary.  By  noon  of  the  first  day  the  mule  was  stricken  with  colic, 
easily  diagnosed,  as  the  mule  was  doing  a  sort  of  soft  shoe,  skip, 
hopity  hop  combination.  After  the  mule  got  a  shot  for  his  malady, 
the  remount  was  again  underway.  As  the  group  traversed  the 
steepest  of  slopes  nearing  the  highest  ridge,  the  mule  lost  his  track¬ 
ing  and  fell,  sending  the  lunch  boxes  and  refreshments  catapulting 
down  the  slope.

Rich  Inman  received  an  Un-Horseman  award  for  supplying 
the  group  with  harmonious  praise  every  time  his  riding  mule  was

Ranger  Barb  Beck’s  horse. 

Ron  Haag  received  the  Best  Horseman 
award  for  leading  the  group  when  there  was  uncer¬ 
tainty  of  location,  and  for  being  Just  plain  courte¬ 
ous. 

John  Cada,  of  Montana  Dept,  of  Fish,  Wild¬ 
life  and  Parks  was  presented  a  bright  new  Helena 
NF  belt  buckle  for  being  the  only  guest  from  out¬ 
side  the  Forest  Service  who  had  never  visited  the 
Elkhom  Wildlife  Management  Area.

D  edication  of  the  800- 
mile  Montana-Idaho  section  of 
the  Continental  Divide  Na¬ 
tional  Scenic  Trail  was  held 
June  21  at  Chief  Joseph  Pass 
on  the  Montana-Idaho  border. 

Regional  Forester  John 
Mumma  and  Intermountain 
Regional  Forester  J.S.  Tixier 
said  that  eventually  the  entire 
trail  will  extend  3,100  miles 
along  the  Continental  Divide 
from  Canada  to  Mexico.  The 
Montana-Idaho  section  will 
be  the  first  finished. 

The  trail  follows  the 
Continental  Divide  as  closely 
as  feasible  and  occupies  a  cor¬ 
ridor  which  is  protected  for 
scenic  values.  It  uses  existing 
forest  and  park  trails  where 
possible,  and  existing  roads 
where  necessary.  The  trail  will  be  kept  essentially  non-motorized, 
and  will  be  managed  to  reflect  local  land  management  objectives. 


The  trail  passes  through 
Glacier  National  Park,  the  Bob 
Marshall,  Scapegoat  and  Ana- 
conda-Pintler  Wildernesses, 
and  the  Blackfeet  Indian  Res¬ 
ervation.  It  goes  through  eight 
national  forests  in  Montana 
and  two  in  Idaho.  A  four-page 
map-folder  on  the  Montana- 
Idaho  portion  of  the  trail  is 
available  at  Forest  Service  of¬ 
fices. 

Speakers  at  the  dedica¬ 
tion  included  Montana  Lt. 
Governor  Allen  Kolstad,  Idaho 
Dept,  of  Parks  and  Recreation 
board  member  Tom  Neal, 
Continental  Divide  Trail  So¬ 
ciety  president  James  Wolf, 
and  representatives  of  the 
Blackfeet  Tribe,  Agricultural 
Research  Service,  National 
Park  Service  and  Bureau  of  Land  Management.
